Giant Aircraft Taken in Tow by 
Rescuer as Honolulu.Goes Wild - 
With Joy at Discovery 
[BY CABLE AND ASSOCKATED PRESS) 
HONOLULU, Sept. 10.—The navy seaplane 
PN-9 No. 1, missing since the Ist inst., was found 
today by a submarine, and her crew of five, for whom 
hope had been abandoned, rescued. The seaplane 
was found floating in the Pacific Ocean fifteen miles 
east of the Island of Kauai, the most northerly of the 
Hawaiian group, sixty-four miles west by north of 
the Island of Oahu, on which this city is located. 
Lieut. D. R. Osborn, Jr., commander of the submarine 
R-4 reported the finding of the seaplane briefly, giv« 
ing no details, but saying he had taken the PN-9 No, 
1 in tow. | 
The U.S.S. Tanager, minesweeper, which has taken an 
especially active part in the search for the seaplane, started for 
Nawiliwili, Island of Kauai, immediately, expecting to arrive 
there about 8 p.m., island time. 
Aviation officers here tonight estimated that the seaplane 


had fallen from 175 tg 200 miles from Kahalui, Island of Maul, 
the first objective of the flight. . 
PLANE’S POSITION CALCULATED 

The position of the seaplane when picked up was the point

In Honolulu tonight the city went wild over the news, 
Downtown streets were filled with shrieking, yelling mobs, 
their joy and enthusiasm exceeding ,all conventional bounds.

Distribution of newspapers with stories of 
the aviators almost caused several panics.

A late message from the R-4 intercepted here tonight said: 

“The Submarine R-4 is towing trans-Pacific plane -to 
Nawiliwili (Island of Kauai) and expects to arrive about 8 
o'clock.

HOPE OF RESCUE ALL BUT GONE

ing of the big seaplane, with all her orew alive and well, came 
almost as a miracle. The broad Pacific has been stormy in the 
past week, and even the most hopeful of the searchers had har- 
fored fears that the PN-9, No, 1, had gone to the bottom. 

The PN-9, No. 1, dropped from sight twenty-five hours 
after starting from San Francisco on what was scheduled as a 
nonstop flight to Pearl Harbot. 


The PN-9, No, 1, and her sister seaplane, PN-9, No. 3, left 
San Pablo Bay, an arm of San Francisco Bay, Monday after- 
noon, August 31, expecting to make the flight to Pear! Harbor, 
Island of Oahu, in about twenty-six hours. ) 

The number three plane traveled only about 300 miles, 
when motor trouble forced her down. She was towed in by one 
of the ships preciously stationed every 200 miles along the en- 
tire route to the Island of Maui, the first land in the flyefs’ path. 

Commander Rodgers and his ship flew on. At thd halfway 
point, the U.S.S. Langley, it was noted that they hdd misséd 
the course. A little further on a windstorm was encountered, 
holding the big ship back. Then rain. Finally, only a few 
hours out of Pearl Harbor, but off her course, and her position 
doubtful, failure of the gasoline supply left the seaplane no al- 
ternative and she deserted the air for the water. 

FEARED LANDING 


The prospect was far from alluring. Last-minute radio 
mesasges showed the U.S.S. Aroostook and the U.S.S. Tanager, 
the two nearest station ships, hidden somewhere behind the 
curtain of rain.

KLAN FIGHT 
IN GERMANY 
CONFIRMED 


Three Americans Held 
for Trying to Establish 
Branch of Order 


[SY GABLE —EXCIASIVE DISPATCH) 

BERLIN, Sept. 10.—News of the 
arrest of the American founders 
of the German branch of the Ku 
Klux Klan, or “Knights of the 
Flaming Cross,” has been  con- 
firmed by Police Vice-President 
Friedensburg. The news first di- 


vulged by yesterday's evening 
newspapers, was received with gen- 
eral skepticism, but about 7 p.m. 
the German Foreign Office  in- 
formed the American Embassy of 
the complicity of three Americans, 
of whom two, Otto Strohschein, 
564 years of age, and Gotthard 
Strohschein, 30, father and son, 
are of German origin and former 
Chicagoans. They were arrested in 
Silesia. The third American, Don 
Burton Gray of Hillsboro, IIl., left 
Germany three weeks ago. 

The Embassy considers it pos- 
sible the Strehscheins, who have 
been in Germany since 1921, have 
lost thelr American citizenship. 

Friedensburg confirms all the 
details as published, namely, that 
Americans with American money 
helped to spread the organization 
of the Kian tn Germany, that the 
ritual is a litera] copy of the Ku 
Klux ritual, that the oath is gaken 
first on an American and then on 
a German imperial flag and that 
there is a blood test to determine 
whether the candidates are of 
Aryan or Semitic origin. The 
members, of whom a list Was cap- 
tured by the police, number about 
1000. They are scattered through: 
out Germany and are mostly mid- 
die-class shopkeepers, altogether 
different from the members of the 
various organizations of patriotic 
youths which honeycomb Germany. 

The elder Strohschein is a 
Protestant preacher. The police 
say that twenty of the leaders have 
been arrested, but not one of them 
seems to be in direct communica- 
tion with the American Ku Klux 
Kian or with the United States. 

The motive for the two Amert- 
cans in bringing the organization 


-|to Germany has not been deter- 


mined. The suspicion exists that 
they were sent by’ the American 
organization, but this has not been 
proved.

But in less than a year of his 
paseing the injunction became an 
ignominiously discarded family 
shibboleth, due to conflicting opin- 
jons between the three sons and 
the widow, and soon the great es- 
tate became entangled in a web in 
a field of influences which ended 
in the present liquidations. 

Intimate friends of Stinnes say 
he foresaw disagreement among 
his sons. They point out that 
Stinnes’s will provided for con- 
flicting opinions by designating the 
second son, Hugo, Jr., as executive 
diréctor of the estate, in case Dr. 
Edmund Stinnes, the eldest son 
who was the origina! director, and 
the third son, Otto, could not 
agree. 


UNION DISRUPTED 


Hugo,. Jr. was the father’s fa- 
vorite during the years In which 
the magnate was constructing his 
commercial empire. Edmund, who 
is characterizet by acquaintances 
as of a mercurial temperament, 
after he assumed the post of ex- 
ecutive director of the estate, is 
said by friends of the family to 
have entered projects which 
brought sharp criticism from his 
brother, Hug. the family legal 
adviser and the banks. Otto also 
had been given a vote in the 
family councils. Edmund soon 
found his mother and two younger 
hrothers pitted against him and in 
less than twelve months the union 
their father desired was disrupted. 
Edmund withdrew to devote 
himself to the automobile and in- 
surance interests. His action was 
followed by the banks taking 
charge of the Stinnes property 
which they held as collateral. Then 
came the forced iiquidation. There 
is some speculation as to whether 
the bankers will] save to the family 
the Stinnes coal mines at Muelheim 
or whether these also will be put 
upon the auction block.

Emigrating to 
United States

VANCOUVER (B. C.) Sept. 10. 
Nearly 4000 Canadians left this 


country for the United States in 
the period from June 30, 1924 to 


August 31, 1925, according to 
statistics prepared by the United 
States Consulate here. Of this 
number more than 2700 were Can- 
adian born or naturalized citizens 
and another 275 were British 
born. 

There are thirty-two other 
American consular offices in Can- 
ada to be heard from, as these 
are only the figures of this port 
alone. Canadians do not come 
under the quota, but they go to 
the consulate for visas. British- 
born quotas are filled for the next 
two years, and Englishmen who 
apply now are given a vise en- 
titling them to consideration two 
years hence.

ESTATE TAX FIGHT LOOMING 


Proposal For Repeal of Federal Law Expected to 
Come Up at National Exchange Club Convention 


America offered a! 
welcome hand to the down-trodden 
and to every citizen and industry 
the opportunity to amass a fortune 
and the privilege of building our 
economic structure. It is believed 
that every man should be made to

REPEAL PLAN BREWS 

That there is possibility of a re- 
peal of the Inheritance tax law is 
evidenced by action taken and con- 
templated by various service clubs 
and other organizations through- 
out the country to bring about at 
least a revision of the tax law. Fol- 
lowing in the footsteps of other or- 
ganizations working to this end is 
the National Exchange Club, a 
service organization of national 
scope. 
When the National Exchange 
Club meets in its annual conven- 
tion in Detroit, Mich., from the 


that the organization will go on 
record in favor of the repeal of all 
death dues and the lowering of all 
income taxes, according to Dr. 
George C. Sabichi of Bakersfield, 
Cal., president of the national! or- 
ganization. In discussing the tax 
question, Dr. Sabichi said: 

“We find ourselves in the posi- 
tion of having our preperty confis- 
cated by the so-called ‘estate and 
gift tax,’ the effect of which is de- 
priving the citizen in his life-time 
of the incentive to work and ac-j 
cumulate. The citizen engaged in 
the upbuilding of an economic fab- 
ric realizes, that upon his death 
the larger portion his earnings 
will be dissipated in Federal estate 
and State inheritance taxes, which 
frost his ambitions. for further 
constructive efforts. 


WIDE IN SOOPE 
“Berlides the Federal tax on a 
man’s property, his estate is sub- 
jected to the inheritance tax of the 
State in which he resides, and of 
any or all of the thirty-three States 
now taxing nonresident decedents, 
on any portion of such decedant's 
property located in the respective 
States. Besides these taxes, the 
estate must carry numerous pro- 
bate charges and fees which 
amount to a very considerable item. 

“It cannot be sald that this tax 
deals equal measure to all. The! 
chief danger to business progress | 
and industrial success is that this’ 
tax does not deal equal measure! 
to all. Those who favor the idea | 
that the inheritance tax will have 
the effect of redistributing large 
estates are very much mistaken, 
The records show that when men 
of reputed wealth die, estates have! 
frequently shrunk to smal! propor- 
tions, and it will be noted about 
the same time that the relatives 
seem to experience considerable 
prosperity. 

“The gift tax in the Revenue Act 
of 1924 will catch all of these, the 
scale being the same in this as 
in the death tax; this, however, 
somewhat lessened the burden of 
the taxpayer, for he wae relieved 
of paying a similar tax in the 
State in which he resided and, per- 
haps, several other States. 


CAPITAL HIT HARDEST 


“Did it ever occur to you who 
suffers most in tax dodging? Is it 
the government? Is it the States? 
You may think that this is the 
case, but productive capital is the 
real victim. Capital cannot move 
and seek asylum of more favorable 
laws in some friendly State. It is 
forced to remain where economic 
conditions are most promising for 
its type of business and bear the 
brunt of the consequences. 

“Capital of this character is the 
very essence of al! business. With 
the absence of capital, commerce, 
manufacturers, mining and agricul- 
ture cannot begin to exist. There- 
fore, the most important thing in 
levying taxes for the purpose of 
revenue is to not destroy the 
sources from which this revenue 
comes.

TOLL GIVES 
GLIMPSE AT 
OLD WORLD 


Trust Banker 
Situation Badly 


Security 
Finds 


Almost universal complaint in 
Europe today is overproduction 
and underconsumption, declares 
Charles H. Toll, vice-president of 
the Security Trust and Savings 
Bank, upon his return yesterday 
from a tour of the Old World. The 
situation applies so generally that 
the solution becomes an interna- 
tional matter and the remedy does 
not seem to Ife in the hands of 
any one nation, he says. 

“So many unpleasant things have 
happened during the protracted 
and querulous past of our friends 
across the seas,” said Mr. Toll, “so 
many discarded objects have been 
cast over the border fence into the 
neighbor's back yard that each time 
new relations are Giscuassed these 
old ungettied scores obtrude them- 
selves and greatly complicate help- 
ful consideration and settlement of 
current vital issues.” Continuing, 
he said. 

“The successful resumption of 
the gold standard in England has 
had a stabilizing effect on exchange 
from which great encouragement 
is derived, although one large Lon- 
don merchant told me business 
was suffering from e diversion of 
trade to France on account of the 
depreciated franc in that country. 
The psychology of a stabilised 
currency and a balanced budget is 
helpfully apparent today, not only 
in England, but in Sweden, Hol- 
land, Germany and Switzerland. In 
France, however, the demand for 
capital assessment to effect a bal- 
ance of the budget and the suc- 
cessful termination of the war in 
Morocco are problems seriously af- 
fecting the stabillity of the pres- 
ent French government. 

“France is enjoying a stimvta- 
tion of trade because of the de- 
preciated value of the franc, but 
here, as in most of the countries 
of Europe, the readjustment of 
wages to meet higher costs of lIiv- 
ing ia very difficult. The strike of 
the bank clerks is an evidence of 
the almost universal spirit of un- 
rest among wage workers. New 
ideals, new conceptions of a more 
elevated plane of living and demo- 
cratized standards generally have 
to be met today as resulta of the 
elbow touch ofthe fighting man- 
hood of these countries with our 
own splendid boys during the war. 

“The adjustment of the .war 
loans on a liquidating basis, and 
the return of the frane. to par, 
which will probably result from 
credit extensions following the 
loan settiement, will matertally 
assist in restoring confidence.” |

MAIL PLANE 
SUCCEEDS IN 
TEST FLIGHT 


Douglas Ship Makes Trip 
_ to Salt Lake City With Full 
Load in Seven Hours 


The new air speedster recently 
built by the Douglas Aircraft Cor- 
poration for the government air- 
mail service gave a convincing 
demonstration of its ability yester- 
day by fiying from Clover prema 
to Salt Lake City. with a 600-) 
pound load, in exactly seven hours. 

The new plane, developed and 
built particularly for air-mall serv- 
lee and representing an entirely 
different type of mall plane, 
hopped off from Clover Field with 
Lieut. Erick Springer in the pilot's 
séat, at 6:15 a.m. Pacific time 
yesterday. ‘ 

At 2:15 p.m., mountain time, it 
landed at Salt Lake City. The 
flight was in the nature of a trail- 
blazing undertaking, since the 
plane followed exactly the same 
route as that mapped owt by the 
Postoffice Department for mail 
planes between Salt Lake City to 
Los Angeles and back when this 
aerial mall route is established. 

The flight is believed to have 
set a record for planes of this 
type. It was pointed out by offi- 
cials of the Douglas company that 
the plane did not halt once on its| 
journey and that it carried a ca- 
pacity load during the entire trip.| 

The company has a contract for 
the construction of several other 
planes of the same type for the 
air-mail service.

USSOLINI AND CAESAR 

Benito Mussolini, Premier and dictator 
of Italy, in an interview at Rome with Lady 
Drummond Hay, correspondent of the Lon- 
don Daily Express, said very frankly that 
Julius Caesar was his ideal, his master, 
“the greatest man\that ever was.” In 
nearly all that he said during his talk with 
Lady Drummond the chief of the all-pow- 
erful Fascisti gave utterance to sentiments 
that might have been inspired by Caesar, 
with whose philosophy of life he seemed in 
full accord. He works with a bust’ of the 
great Roman general, statesman and his 
taryian peeping over his shoulder from a 
near-by niche and is said to be fond of 
quoting him whenever occasion arises. 

To a certain extent this explains the 
character of Mussolini—his dominating per- 
sonality, bis peculiar aptitude for taking 
advantage of an existing situation in what- 
ever form it presents itself, his many noble 
impulses and his ignoble theory, so often 
applied, that the end justifies the means. 
It explains his political cunning, his ordi- 
nary good sense and his occasional lapses 
Into moods of violence that are the terror 
of his enemies and sometimes give rise to 
apprehension among his friends. 

Just as Caesar came into power because 
Rome needed a man of great force to save 
her from internal dissension, which he did 
for a time, so Mussolini became master 
of Italy because a strong man was required 
to confront the Communistic element, to 
form an invincible coalition of all the non- 
Socialistic organizations and to suppress 
all the non-Fascisti, which he has done
